On Nov. 4, 19G3, Ven- 
ezuelan police raided the home 
of Luis Eduardo Sanchez Mad- 
ero, Communist Party member 
known to have traveled to Cuba ; 
in 1902 and presumed to. have 
been trained there. They found , 
a large number of documents ; 
showing well drawn plans to 
seize the city of Caracas. Arms 
specified for use;* in the planned 
communist takeover of Caracas 
included Mortars, Bazookas and'

The report of the investigators r 
runs about 30 pages and in- 
eluded several hundred pages of 
annexes and documents. The 
final draft is being prepared in 
Washington and should be dis- 
tributed before the end of the 
month. 

After member nations have 
bad a chance to study and -di- 
gest the investigative commis- 
sion’s report, the OAS Council 
may meet to act directly on it 
or summon a conference of 
hemisphere foreign ministers.
